This motion ſeemed to pleaſe them well, and therevponthep - - 


intreated him that he would firſt, as a man indifferent, ſpeake 


what he thought concerning the cauſe, But he not willing ta 


intermeddle in that matter, twile oz thziſe dented their re⸗ 


queſt: And the rather, fo2 that there was pꝛeſent one Fran- 


cis Cartwright, a young man of an vubzidled humour, the

ſmall vnkindneſſe; Pet in the end, being p2efſed therevnes 
by their impoztunitie, with the conſent of both the parties, 


bee deliuered his opinion, vſing therein ſuch diſcretion and 


reaſons to confirme the ſame, that they could not directly 
except againſt him. Notwichftanving, ſceing him incline 
moze to the right of the Fret-holders and the rell of the 
Commons, then to fauour their intended purpoſe, they ſees 
med to diſlike his ſpeaches,and to cauill at the ſame. 
Young Cartwright ſtanding by, not able any longer to 
containe himſelfe, tooke occaſion herevpon to b2cake toozch 
abzuptly into theſe wozdes The Prieſt deſerueth a good 
Fee, he fpeaketh ſo ikea Lawyer. Maiſter Storre hauing 
often afozetime had experience of his hotte ſtomacke, and 
baſtineſſe aſwell towardes others as himſeife, thought it 
beſt to reply little againſt him fo2 that pꝛeſent. But the 
other refpecting neither the time, noz place, noz yet the du- 
tifullregard hee ſhould haue had fo his Fathers pꝛeſence, 
vttered many moe ſuch baſe and odious tearmes, that foz 
modeſtie ſake, I fo2beare to rehearſe them. The next moꝛ⸗ 
ning as Maiſter Storre, and ſome others of his neighbours 
were talking with the elder Cartwright about theſe his 
Sonnes abuſes, hee came vnto them where they were, in- 
terrupting their conference, andfellinto the like outragt- 
ous raplings as he vled the night befoze, 
. The Miniſter ſeeing this ſecond incurſion moze violent 
then the fozmer, replped toſome of his wozdes, returning 
-— againe, as moze pzoperlp to be applyed to him ⸗ 


This reply he tooke in fuch high viſgrace, that had not 
his Father hindzed it, hee had there pꝛelently wich his Dag» 
gereffected ſome part ot that milchiefe, which afterwarde 
bee put iu p2actile : But beeing not ſuffered lo to doe, hee 
departed from them into the open Market place, and there 

oclaymed, That Storre was a ſcuruie, lowfic, paltric 
Prieſt: that whoſocuer ſayd hee was his friend, or ſpake 
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in his cauſe, was a Rogue and a Raſcall 2 that hee would 
(but for the Law) cut his Throat, teare out his Heart, and 
hang his Quarters on the May · pole. 

Thele lpeeches, and many moe of the like qualitie, be» 
ing daply giuen out, occaſianed M. Storre to thinke it now. 
high time to pꝛauide foꝛ his owne ſafecie ; and therefoze bee 
went to ſome Juſtices neere adiopning, acquainted them 
with theſe pꝛoceedinges, and deſired the Good-behauiour 
againſt the ſapd Cartwright. But they dotibting whether 


they might graunt the lame in this caſe, oꝛ not, offered him 


foꝛ his pꝛeſent ſafegard, The Peace, and the other at the 
next quarter Oe ſſions, i occaſion ſo required. 

re not reſslued what were beſt to be done, whether 
to accept of this offer, o2 to tomplaine himſelfe befoze the 
Pigh Commiſſioners; came home, and the next Sabaoth 
tooke his text out of Haah Chap.r. verſe g. in theſe wozps, 
Except the Lord of Hoſtes had reſerued vnto vs, cuen 
a ſmall remnant, we had been as Sodome, and like vnto 
Gomarah. The which wo2des, by the generall repo2t euen 
of his enemies that heard him, he handled very learnedly, 
and deliuered out of rhe ſame, many poyntes of neccſſarp 
doctrine; vſing euer among, lundzy louing exhoztations, 
now and then alſo as occaſion ſerued, inſerting ſome ſharpe, 
and nipping repꝛehentions. | 

Young Cartwright ſeemed to note it diligently with his 
pen: but as the ſtomacke filled with raw humozs, cozrups« 
teth all good nouriſhment that commeth therein; ſo this 
mans minde kraught with ranco2 and malice, wzeſted all 


thinges he heard, into the woꝛſt ſenſe; as purpoſely ſpoken ]. 


againſt him; and after that, moge and moze. thirſted foz res 
uenge. a 

Abaut a wecke after, he eſpyed VI. Storre walking about 
eight of the clacke in the mozning alone, by the ſouth fide 


uf the Towne in his cloake, went to a Cutlers ſhop, and 


taoke out of the ſame a ſhozt Swoꝛz d, foʒmerly pouidid, and 
made

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made very ſharpe fo2 that purpoſe, and p2eſently ouertooke 
him. The other hearing one at his heeles, looked backe, and 
ſaw him dzawing his Swoꝛd as he came; noting allo by the 
paleneſſe ofhis viſage, how mightely he was incented to 
milchiefez and ſeeingno meanes either to eſcape, oꝛ to defens 
yimlelke, was greattp agaſt, and purpoſed to vſe ſome 
ſpeeches (if it were poſſible) ſomewhat to aſſwage his paſs 
ſions, | 

But Cartwright beeing double armed, both with Force, 
and Furie, would abide no parly, but pꝛeſently at the firſt 
blow, cutte his let Legge almoſt off; and then making at 


his Head, M. Storre caſting vp his Armes to defende it, 


(fo2 other weapon had he none,) hee gaue him two moztall 
woundes on the kozepart thereof thozow the Bꝛame-pan, 
tutt off thee of his Fingers, and gaur him other two gries 
nous woundes on the outſide ot either Arme betweene the 
Elbow and the Hand; the one to the middeſt of the Arme, 
and the other moꝛe then halfe in ſunder, deuiding the maine 

Bone two pnches one part from another. | 
Thus mallecred,hee fell backward into a Puddle of wa. 
ter,andftriuing to recouer himſelfe, the Spliater-bone of 
his Legge halte cut thozow afoze, knapt in two, and his 

Heele doubled backe to the Calle of his Legge. 
Cartwright not pet ſatisfieo with the Blood he had als 
ready ten, continued his rage fill moze fiercely vpon 
him, and gaue him another gaſh on the outſide of the right 
Thigh to the very bone: And againe on the left Knee, bis 
Legge being bended as he lay, he cut him the faſhion and 
compaſſe of an Hozſe-ſhoe, battering in peeces the Mhirle⸗ 
bone, and the nether part of the Thigh - bone, that it was 
moſt grieuous euen to behokd . Oome ſmaller woundes he 
bad, and ſundzy other blowes which came not to his ſkinne; 
as appearep by the mangling of his Apparell. 

A Papde comming that way by occaſion of buſineſſe, 
ctyed out; wherevpon hee fledde, and many of the Weighs 
ours 
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bours came p2eſently tothe place, and beholding this woc⸗ 
full ſpectacle, their Piniſter thus wallowing in the mp2e, 
and his blood ſo extreamely guſhing out, ranne ſome of 
them into the Towne with ſuch a confuſed noyſe, and out* 
cry of Purther, that others hearing it, ſuppoſed there had 
beene fire, and went with all ſpeed to towle the Belles. 
Thus was all ſodainely in an vp2oze, yet few o2 none could 
tell what the matter was, The reſt of moe dilcretion, 
tooke vp the wounded man, carryed him to the next houſe, 
where one of the Conſtables dwelt,and made very good and 
ſpeedie meanes to binde vp his Moundes, and to Hauch his 
blood. 

Againſt the next day, was pꝛouided a Bone - ſetter, and 
th:ce oz foure of the beſt Chyzurgions thereaboutz who 
when they came to dꝛeſle him, were of opinion, that if hee 
died not at the opening of his Moundes, and fozcing to* 
gither of his Bones, hee would at the leaſt be very ſubiect to 
often ſounding . Yet hee beyonde all their expectation, indu⸗ 
red all extreamities (which neceſſitie in that caſe impoſed 
on him to abide,)fo2 thzee howers ſpace at the leaſt, & nener 
fainted, o2 changed colour : The which thing induced them 
to alter their minde,and ts hope, (as it were) paſt all hope, 
that he would eſcape it. But the deadly blowes had ſo peri- 
ſhed his Bates, & let out ſo great a quantitie of his Blood 


in other partes of his bodp, that it was not poſſible hee. 


ould recouer: Ss that after hee had languiſhed in very 
great paine from Monday moꝛning till the next Dunvay af- 


ter midnight; (which was at the change of the Poone, )hee: 


ended his life. 

The time that hee thus continued, hee ſpent much to the 
pꝛofite ot himſelfe, and to nolcfle comfozt of thoſe that came 
to-vilit him 2 Foz beſides many diuine meditactons hee 
dayly vtcered, and thankes to God foz his ſo mercifull a 
viſitation, in giuing him both ſuch time, and mt moꝛie to pꝛe⸗ 
yare himſelfe-: hee alſo heartily fo2gaue, and continually 
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pꝛayed fo his greateſt and deadlieſt Encmie, whom hee 
eſtcemed now, in wozle tate and moze milerable, then him⸗ 
lelfe. 

Mod to leaue the dead man (as no doubthee is) with the 
Loꝛd: ic ig not amille bzicfly to declare by what meanes the 
oſlendour eſcaped. 

Hꝛeſentiy atter he had committed this crueltie, he hated 
bome tohts Fathers houſe, on the backe - lde; and the trueth 
of is fact being now knownez many that were already aſl: 
ſembled, and knew not at the firſt, about what matter, came 
to appꝛehende the Fellon. But his Father fearing leaſt in 
th it deſpcrate heate, het ſhould doe ſome moze milchieke, did 
what hee coulo to paciſte the tumult vntill the Conſtables 
rame, and then deliuered him. They lending koz thꝛee oz 
foure of ſuch as they thought beſt, which had ſore of them 
ſcene the Moundes as well as one of the Conſtables hims 
ſelke had done, carryed him to a Juſtice: Where, either fo2 
lacke ok their due inkoꝛzmation of the trueth, oz by the cop» 
rupt, and fauourable affecttorr of the Magiſtrate, o2 boch, 
there was a very ſlender baple taken; and the malefactoz by 
this flight ſent away. 

19zefently afterhis eſcape, the manner ot this Purther 
being fo barbarous, and comming to the eares ok the late 
IL. Archb. of Canterburre, and of ſome other of the pꝛiuie 
Councell, aPurſiuant oz Peſlenger was by them directed 
foo2th'foxthe Juſtice that thus had bayled him: who not 
willing to make his appearance betoze their Ponours, ob: 
tained bp great and fpetiall meanes; and the rather, becauſe 
ok his age and empotencie (being not able to tranel?) to haue 
the hearing of the cauſe veterred to the Judges ok that cit- 
tuit, at thetr next Allyſes. In the meane time, (as fill he re⸗ 
mayucth) hee was put out of Commiſſion; and the Conſta⸗ 
ble alſo in whole bouſe M. Storre died, was bound oner-to 
. anſwere koz his contempt. | vl

The be courle v7 Tulitce(contratp to all expectation) thus 
tolng tte lied, the pooze (WLddow, though boch her ſelfe and 
her te [mail Childzen depended onely on luch charicable 
reiiefe, as it pleaſed God to mooue others to beſtow vpon 
them, was 0218en with all ſpeed, in themoſt dangerous time 
af ſickneſſe, to trauell to London, and there in her owne 
perſon (lo none other might doe it) to fue koozth her Ap- 
peale.: 

Herevpon hee durſt neuer Mew bimſelke openlp, but 
lut ked in (ſecret among his Friendes, hoping that either the 
Middow might be compounded withail, oz elg to finde 
{ome errour in her pꝛoceedinges, to ouerthꝛow her Appeale. 
But when he could no way pꝛeuaple, cither with the large 
offers dayly made to her foz agreement, no2 his counkaile 
finde any crronious p2oceeding, that might hold Plea in 
Law to ſtoppe her ſuite; hee fledde the ſecende time, and 


(as it is thought) remapneth.beponds the Seas, where hen 


was belcze.

FDDꝛaſmuch as ſome vncharitable peaple, not ſatiſſied with 

the guiltleſſe blood of M. Storre our late Miniſter, gius 
out flaunderous ſpeaches againſt him now dead, as pꝛocee⸗ 
ding from vs his —— : Wee therefoze willing to. 
cleare our ſelues from ſuch vntrueths, doe giue to vnder⸗ 
ſtand to whom theſe pzeſentes ſhall come: that as (no doubt) 
the fact was hapnous befoꝛe Gov; ſo is it a thing moſtgrie- 
uous vncs vs, alwell in regard of his Wife and ſtue [mall 
Childzen, whoſe ſtaffe ot bzead (as himlelfe ſayd) by this 
meanes is bꝛoken; as alſo chiefly that ſuch a man ſhould 
thus perith amongſt vs, whoſe learning, diligente, and dex - 
teritie in teaching the wozd of God was equall (as we are 
perſwaded) to the better ſozt of his fellow Miniſters: his 
conuerſation ſo anſwerable to his doctrine, and his carryage 
ſuch in all his affap2es, that (in our iudgement) it might 
baue been a pꝛeſident to direct a ciuill, and chꝛiſtian like. 
Thus having witneſſed the trueth in the pꝛemilles, wee 
ceaſe, From Market Raiſin.

Tis apparent betweene theſe 
two, foꝛ this deceitfull woman, when ſhee pertein d the Papd 
had ſom? ſtoꝛs of mon, by little, and little, ſome at one time, 
and ſome at an other, ſhe nere left boꝛro wing of her, till ſhee had 
left no moꝛe to lend her; and not onely thus deceined her ot her 
monep, but her cloathes alſo: when this pooze Payden had, ma⸗ 
uy times, patiently demaunded them, and could not get them, 
thee was fozſt to complaine to her Paſter, wha, till then, knew 
nothing of his wines coſenage, and hard vſage of her: He pittp⸗ 
ing the Papdens plaint, and very (honeſtly) willing that ſhes 
ſhould haue her awne, ſpoke ſome-what ſharpely to his wife a⸗ 
bout them, and foꝛted her toreturne vnto her, that mon and ap- 
parell; that the ſo deccit fully had taken from ber. Whereupon, 
much ſtrife aroſe betwene this wicked woman, and her honeſt 
well-meaning huſband: but of this god that he intended, much 
moꝛe euill ſucceeded ; fo; the next dap her huſband beeing gone 
fo:th, about his ozpmary buſineſſes, as loking to his grounds, 
and ſuch like: this cruell woman, being empty of all grace, (as 
wee haue befoze ſayd ) no thonght of death and tudgement, no 
lone to heauen; noꝛ feare of hell in her boſoms , moſt mercileſly 
dꝛagg d this ſilly mayden, by the haire of her head, into an inner 
Roome, where hauing her at that aduantage ſhe loked foꝛ, ſhes 
dꝛew her knife, and told hor that now ſh ee would be ſoundly re⸗ 
nenged vpon her fo2 the hard woꝛds, and blowes, that ſhe had re⸗ 
ceined trom her huſband , vpon the complaint that ſhe had made 


her. 
Ehe pooze Payden, ſeeing there was no hopc ot lite, but in 


Mercy» vpon her knees, with her hands heau d vp, her eyes 2

ping, and ſuch pittifull greaning , as aul haus ertazteb 
pitty from a Pagan, entreated that ſhe would not kit her, 
and told her, that all that ſhe had ( if ſhe would be ſo mer⸗ 
cifull) ſhould bee hers , and that ſhe would yꝛeſentiy bes 
gone, without ſpeaking any wozd to any TTY a tho 
miſchiefs, ſho intended againſt herr. 

But neither her pzomiſes, papers, teares, canes; 
noz any other pittp-moning action, that paſt from her. 
could turne that moze then Tiger⸗hearted woman, from 
that bloody purpoſe : fo2 pzeſently ſhe began her butche- 
rie at the thꝛoate of this pooze Payden ;-which-when ths 
had ſo cruelly cut, (her hands reaking in the bload of it) 
with a hatchet that ſhs had ready (o2 thepnrpoſe, ſhee tut 
off her head: then bp the diuell pꝛompted fill; to the very 
vtmoſt of this moſt hozrid 3 cut her poꝛe wouns 
ded body into many (mall peeces, ſome of which ſhe burnt; 
ſome bzoild,and ſome in the dead time nf nigbt. we barten 
in her garden. 200167 v4 

Yer huſband at his roturne, when be mit themaiven; 
thought nothing, but that his wife had giuen her her due 
( as hee commanded) and turn dher away... he day 02 two 
after. he was pur poſęd ta go diggs that bed i 
under which his wife had buried tthe bio dy pt 
pooze maidens body: butſhs perteiuing his purpole; de⸗ 
ſired him ok all lone, that he lnould not ſtirre that bed, noz 
in anp ſozt meddle with it, becauſe ſhe had beſtowed great 
laboz and coſt in ſesdes, that he had hut neiwln ane in 
it: he thinking ol no lu :h mi(chicfo;as be fear d weuld be 
diſcouersd, did not goe as he purpoled -but.fozbozedtzi05 
te requeſted. 

Thus, foza time, this bloody: murtber lay concealsd, 
though to reueale it a poae dunb woman; thatiſaw the 
ernelty. acted, many times, and to 
ſignes, and dumb dewes, ſo well as ſhe could did 
her beſt ta bewꝛay it. But from all her ſignes, as pulling 
her ſelke bp the haire , dzawing her hand oze her throate; 
ſtabbing her ſelfe (as it were) A the b;ealf, wainging

— — wan that ther knew how to 1

But now , tho this little be too much, J mult ſpeake 
ſomewhat moze of this bloody ſin, but bꝛielly, becauſe pet 
the cruell actoꝛ, 02 actozs, cannot be found, oz heard of, 


V Pon Friday laſt, being the ſetond day ol Iuly, a maid 
going a miiking. ntere Fin chly, and with her a poung 
man, her fellow ſernant, hauing a maſtiffe dogge with 
him: This dogge, while they were about their buſineſſe, 
ſtrayd from them, ſenting vp and downe, to finde ſome⸗ 
what to fad on, and going thus too and fro(not farre from 
the place where they were) in a by field, nere Newgate 
lane, he feund the flaughtered body of a man, vpon which 
the dogge ſfaide feeding. After a little time, the young 
man miſſing him, whiſtled and called about foʒ him; ant 
by and by the dogge leapt oꝛe a hedge ontof the ſield, and 
came to him, and beingcomep2eſently hee retired to tho 
dead body againe. The young man marueiling to ſee him 
ſo haſtily and gredily go backe againe, followed him, and 
being come tothe place, found him fading very earneft- 
ly vpon a leg of that dead body,all which he bad almoſt ea⸗ 
ten (foʒ which, the young man pꝛeſently after fearing, 
that hauing had a taſte of humane lle ſh, he would be raue⸗ 
nous after it ſtil, and ſo pꝛey vpon childzen, hanged him.) 
Wut (as J was ſaving) : this poung⸗man and the maid 
ſeeing this lamentableſpectacle , ran pꝛeſentiy vp to the 
Towne and told it, which was na ſooner ſpoke, but ma- 
ny both men and women came downe to ſae him, but g- 
mongſt them all, thore was nat any that new him. 

The body it ſeemed had lyen long in that place,befo2e 
it was thus found out, fog the haire was falne from the 
head of it, and lap therebp in a cloth that had bien bound 
about it, the eyes pickt cleane out of their plates, and (as 
ſome ſap) the empty holes, were fill d vp with ie dung 
ok birds, and ſome other ſuch liks fülthineſſe: his bodie 
ſtunie ſo inſufferably , that 2 man almoſt could endure 
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to come within any reaſonable diſfeance of it. In the 
wounds that were to bo ſeene bpon his body, was to bee 
ſeene, the moſt inhumane, bloody,and ineffable crueltp, of 
that, oz thoſe Cains , thoſs mar ble hearted villaines that 
there had kill d him, ſoꝛ he had thze oz fow2e thzuſta, quite 
though his bo dy, neere the heart, his noſe was cut off, and 
bis ch&ks were ſlit, and croſt ſo lamentably, that tt was 
euen a terroꝛ almoſt to behold him. 

Thus, fooze dapes (after he was remon d from the 
pꝛiuate place, where he was found) did he ly open, neere 
the high way, to the view of all pallengers, to find if any 
amonaſt the multitude, that came to ſee him could kr g'v 
him. But, whether by reaſon his face, was ſo grieuouſlp 
diſũgur ed with cats, oꝛ otherwiſe, J know not, but there 
hath not beene any pet heard of, that could either tell his 
name, 02 the place of his dweliing. 

But by whom-ſocuer murdered, 02 whereſocuer hee 
dwelt, he now lies there buried in the high wap, na re the 
place where hee was murdered, and found : and till the 
Murderers can be found here is al that can be ſpokgy of 
him; what they are, and where they are Cod bnowes, and 
will no doubt) at his good wil und pleaſure reueale them. 
Foz, howſoeuer they doe pet ly hidden from the eyes of 
men, from the all⸗ſeeing eye of the almighty God, they do 
not: but that's a thing we too ſeldome thinke on. Foz as 
arcuerend Doctoꝛ ſapes concerning this: It we could al⸗ 
waies haue in minde theſe thꝛee things, viz; that there is 
an eye aboue vs, that ſtes all we do, an eare that heares 
all we ſay, and adooke, in which all our woꝛds and deds 
are wꝛitten, we ſhould neuer fin, ( meaning capitallp). 

This Almighty Gad, that ſees all, heares all, and 
knowes all; giue vs all grace to meditate sf thoſe things, 
and labour in-thoſe things, that make to his honoz, and 
glozy , and the happineſſe of our ſoules ; with him in his 
Mefed kingdome, euerlaſtingly, Amen.
